It is a common fallacy that 
CAmbridge would be nothing wihtout 
the university. Perhpas a provincial 
market town, nothing more . 

This overlooks several factors: 
1. That the town existed centuries 
before the arrival of the clerks. 

2. That the town'S developement has 
— and is — deliberately pegged 
because of the university. Industry 
has always been outlawed in Cambridg 
as recetnly as 1957 Act of Parlia— 
ment. 

3. That for centuries Cambridge was 
the central market town of East 
Anglia and one of the major inland 
ports of England. 

4. That the existance and prosperity 
of the town was a driect result of 
the river and its attendant trade 
and great fairs. 

The assumption of Cambridge's 
reliance on the university is a 
prefect example of the way in which 
a flourishing culture is destroyed 
and then forgotten. The only surviv— 
al is transformed into a toy, a 
quaint cecoration.
